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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 21-23 and 26-57 are pending as amended on 1 2 February 2009. 
Applicant's submission, filed 22 June 2009 has been entered and fully considered. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, US Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, specifically that US Patent 4,072,607 (Schiller) fails to 
explicitly teach clathrate hydrate inhibitors as instantly claimed and that US Patent 
5,600,044 (Colle '044) shows that the polymers of Schiller — poly(acrylamide) or PAM — 
is not an effective clathrate hydrate inhibitor as shown by its less than three-fold 
improvement over a non-inhibited test solution in the ball-stop time test has been fully 
considered and distinguishes over the prior art. 

The rejection of claims 21-23 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by, or in 
the alternative under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over US Patent 4,072,607 
(Schiller hereinafter) has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 26-39 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schiller in view of US Patent 6,222,083 (Colle '083) has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 40-57 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schiller in view of US Patent 6,028,233 (Colle '233) has been withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 21-23 and 26-57 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Schiller, the 
closest prior art, teaches a similar process to that instantly claimed, but fails to teach or 
fairly suggest the presence of a clathrate hydrate inhibitor as instantly claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
